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Matthew Corbin hired as newest Ludlow police officer

LUDLOW - There are two 
people who inspired Ludlow 
Police Department’s newly ap- 
pointed officer Matthew Corbin 
to pursue a career in law en- 
forcement. 

One of them was his uncle, 
Jay Gershowitz, a state troop- 
er. His uncle, Joe Marques, 
who was a correctional officer 
at the Hampden County Jail, 
also served as an inspiration to 
Corbin. 

The first step in Corbin’s 
journey, began at the Hamp- 
den County Jail, through the 
County Jail Summer Health 
Program from 2017 to January 
of 2020. 

During his time working at 
the jail, Corbin said he worked 
with a lot of inmates who he had 
to place in special housing and 
conduct searches on. 

“T had a great three years 
there and thought I could help 
my community and wanted to 
pursue a career in law enforce- 
ment,’ said Corbin. “It just

showed me that I wanted to be 
more proactive outside of the 
jail, to be more helpful, and I 
though the best way of doing 





that would be becoming a police 
officer, because there’s more 
you can do before the inmates 
come to jail.” 

Following his experience 
working at the jail, Corbin said 
he took and passed a Civil Ser- 
vice test in September of 2019 
and later began the interview 
process with the Ludlow Board 
of Selectmen. Corbin also at- 
tended the Boylston Police 
Academy from February to July 
of 2020. 

During his time _ there, 
Corbin said the academy helped 
further his knowledge and skill- 
set in the field on law enforce- 
ment, such as a learning more 
about gangs, drugs, firearms and 
more. “They had all different 
kinds of classes,’ said Corbin. 
“It was a very great overall ex- 
perience.” 

Since beginning his job as a 
police officer with the Ludlow 
Police Department on Aug. 3, 
Corbin has undergone a field 
training program, where he fol- 
lows closely with other officers 
“to learn how they do they do 
their job and interact with the

many years and restore them 
to their original form as best 
we could,” said Ludlow Rotary 
president Kevin Vestal.

in the Age of COVID 


ow that the acute crisis of 
N cove is mostly behind us, 

America is transitioning into 
“the new normal.” This new phase of 
pandemic response, sandwiched _be- 
tween the initial exposure in March 
and some future vaccine production, 
is expected to continue well into 2021. 
This “in-between” period is marked by 
behaviors now very familiar to us: social 
distancing, frequent hand washing, small 
group sizes, and mask wearing. This last 
item, mask wearing, is a new feature for 
most Americans. While it brings great 
benefit in terms of reducing viral expo- 
sure, it does bring some complications. 
We are just now beginning to understand 
the long-term ramifications of mask 
wearing. 

Essential workers, especially front- 
line health care workers, are most at 
risk from long-term mask wearing. The 
N-95 mask we hear so much about on the 
nightly news 1s a blessing, but it has some 
drawbacks. It is most protective against 
COVID-19 because of its high-filtration 
rate: approximately 95%, hence the “N- 
95” designation. However, because it 
filters so effectively, it also severely re- 
stricts airflow to the wearer. This can 
result in lowered blood oxygen levels, 
higher blood carbon dioxide levels, head- 
aches, dizziness, nausea, and a decreased 
mental focus. These symptoms are, in 
many ways, similar to altitude sickness! 
Also, the masks raise the temperature of 
the wearer’s face, it dehydrates the wear- 
er by preventing inhalation of moist air, 
it increases the wearer’s heart rate, and 
it increases the stress level on the heart. 
Long term mask use also results in con- 
striction of the nasal passages, a change 
which continues well after the mask is 
removed. This can restrict breathing well 
after the health-care worker has removed 


the mask and gone on with normal life. 
Health-care providers who wear these 
masks for prolonged periods of time must 
make a concerted effort to take scheduled 
breaks in a safe area where they can re- 
move the mask and get fresh air. 

Many Americans, even those not in 
the health care field, are now required to 
wear masks as part of their work. Those 
who work in grocery stores, hardware 
stores, retail, or education suddenly find 
themselves wearing a mask all day long. 
These masks, commonly called “surgical 
masks,” do not have the same level of 
side-effects as the N-95 masks; nonethe- 
less, they do come with some side effects. 
For example, they do tend to dehydrate 
the wearer. They also can cause skin irri- 
tation around the edge of the mouth. 

There are some serious dental compli- 
cations from wearing either the N-95 or 
surgical mask all day long. Both tend to 
dry out the mouth. Dry mouth, no mat- 
ter what the source, often leads to tooth 
decay, since the bacteria that cause decay 
thrive in a dry environment. In addition, 
dental plaque builds up on the teeth faster 
in a dry environment, leading to bleeding 
gums, gingivitis, or periodontal disease. 
Dentists have seen a sharp uptick in both 
tooth decay rate and in gum disease since 
the pandemic struck, often in people who 
had previously been quite healthy! 

What can be done to prevent oral health 
complications from mask wearing? Tak- 
ing frequent breaks, staying hydrated, 
keeping up with flossing and tooth brush- 
ing, pursuing extra fluoride, and staying 
on schedule with regular dental cleanings 
all make for a successful strategy. Your 
local general and family dentist is well 
equipped to deal with any oral health 
complication which may arise!

LUDLOW — Since she was a

Regarding the name of her busi-

to make these treats. She said she 
considers food as a special part of 
life and something that is not just 
used for consumption. 

“Aside from being a dietitian, 
food always was a sort of a gift of 
love and comfort and my mother 
(Charlotte Maio) cooked for us and 
baked for us,” Fioravanti said.

Interskate 91 expands program offerings to 
include supervision of kids remote studies 


WILBRAHAM -— Interskate 91, with the 
mission of providing fun, safe experienc- 
es for children for 30 years with its sum- 
mer recreation camp program, has added 
a new dimension to their game: a Moni- 
tored Remote Studies program. 
Interskate 91 has shifted its recreation 
camp to a classroom, where kids can 
do their remote virtual learning in a 
fun, unique environment, according to a 
statement from the company. 

“The state of Massachusetts has seen 
many changes lately, and back to school 
is also different this year,’ executives 
said. “Most school systems have decid- 
ed to offer remote learning or a hybrid 
of remote and in-person learning. This 
difficult decision has left some families 
scrambling for a place to send their chil- 
dren. Families that rely on school as a 
childcare source are left with a hard de- 
cision: work or stay home.” 


Interskate 91 talked to families that come 
to summer camp and heard the need for 
some kind of supervision while doing 
schoolwork. 

“Some parents are worried about where 
the kids will be when classes resume, 
and summer camps are closed,’ said Rob 
Gould, camp director for Interskate 91 
Kids Camp. “We are doing all we can to 
fill the need in the community and keep 
ourselves in touch with our customers. 
We have been closed for six months with 
no public skating. This has been a very 
difficult financial struggle and we need 
this to stay in business.” 

The Monitored Remote Studies program 
will fall under Governor Baker’s Execu- 
tive Order 49 allowing a license exemp- 
tion for supervision and care for school 
age children. This exemption will be 
authorized by the State’s Department of 
Early Education and Care.

Johnny Appleseed 


have numer- 
[= old files 

from my days 
at Old Sturbridge 
Village. Occa- 
sionally [ll take 
a peek at some 
of the things I’ve 
saved. This time 
I was looking for 
a few tidbits on 
heirloom apple 
varieties, perhaps 
something that 
would work its 
way into a good column. It is the peak of ap- 
ple season, you know. Instead I found a love 
story, and while this character isn’t known 
for romance, per se, it sure makes for a good 
starting paragraph. 

We all have heard of Johnny Apple- 
seed. I’m not sure if we learned about him 
in school or if he is one of those legends 
that mysteriously becomes etched in our 
brains. In my mind’s eye he is a ragamuf- 
fin of sorts, skipping to and fro across the 
country scattering apple seeds. I imagine 
how, in no time at all, the apple trees grew 
to be in full bloom along the cart paths, 
welcoming settlers as they made their way 
west. End of story. But who was Johnny 
Appleseed, and what sent him on a lifelong 
mission to blanket the Midwest in apple 
blossoms? 

The man we call Johnny Appleseed 
was born here in Massachusetts in the 
town of Leominster on Sept. 26, 1774. He 
is the only person awarded ‘folk hero’ sta- 
tus here in our state. His given name was 
John Chapman. It is likely that John and 
his older sister, Elizabeth, grew up in the 
care of relatives after his mother’s death 
from tuberculosis in 1776. His father was 
a Minuteman who fought at Concord and 
later a Revolutionary soldier in the Con- 
tinental Army. Some accounts have John 
heading West as early as the age of 18, 
other stories claim him to be about 26 
years old. 

Johnny was a practical nurseryman, 
more skilled and calculated than my in- 
terpretation of him. He was also a good 
businessman and had a strong Christian 
faith. Together, these attributes wove 
John Chapman into a folk hero we know 
and love. With apple seeds from the ci- 
der mills in Pennsylvania in hand, John- 
ny cleared the woods to set up apple tree 
nurseries throughout the Midwest. A 
smart move, considering the law made 
new settlers plant 50 apple trees on their 
property during the first year of home- 
steading. He took payment for the trees 
he sold in whatever form was available (or 
not), whether it be in currency, old clothes 
or even food. 

Johnny lived in harmony with nature 
without ever having a permanent place 
to call home. In his travels he befriended 
Native Americans, white settlers and an- 
imals, all the while preaching and living 
his religion peacefully. Reportedly, he 
knew many Native American languages 
well enough to converse, and had compas- 
sion for both his own and Native Ameri- 
can cultures. Some stories make him out 
to be an herbal healer, as well as a greeter 
of new settlers with a variety of medici- 
nal plants in hand. Fennel even became 
known as ‘Johnny weed.’ It becomes more 
apparent with each additional piece if re- 
search I find that Johnny’s lifework was to 
be of service to others; at the same time 
he planted apple trees. Johnny Appleseed 
died at age 70 in Fort Wayne, Indiana. A

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STCC Dental Hygiene clinic makes adjustments during COVID-19 


SPRINGFIELD — The Den- 
tal Hygiene clinic at Springfield 
Technical Community College is 
still offering relatively low-cost 
cleanings and examinations, but 
has made adjustments to ensure 
safety during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

The clinic on the campus of 
STCC this fall is open to patients 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday, 8:30 a.m.-11:30 a.m., and 
1 p.m.-4 p.m. 

STCC will offer four more 
clinics than usual during the 
fall semester to allow for social 
distancing, said Meg Loadholt,

a Dental Hygiene associate 
professor. The college also re- 
duced the maximum number of 
people allowed in the clinics. 
There will be fewer students, 
patients and faculty during 
each session. 

Dental hygiene students, un- 
der the direction of licensed den- 
tal hygienists and dentists, pro- 
vide all the treatment as part of 
their training. 

Patients who enter the main 
lobby of Building 20, where 
the Dental Hygiene program is 
housed, must stop at a check- 
point to get their temperature 


taken and complete documents 
providing details about their vis- 
it to campus, among other proto- 
cols. 

If screeners determine there is 
no risk in allowing them into the 
building, patients can proceed to 
the clinic using the main stair- 
way. Patients can use the eleva- 
tor, but only one person at a time 
will be allowed. 

“To prevent the transmis- 
sion of COVID-19 and any other 
pathogenic organisms, the Dental 
Hygiene clinic will continue its 
high degree of sterilization and 
disinfection practices,” Loadholt

said. “Specific to COVID-19, 
both faculty, staff, and students 
will wear level 3 surgical masks 
with face shields.”

dealing with a variety of mental health 
conditions such as depression, which can 
lead to suicide. The economic hardships 
caused by unemployment, the loss of 
your own small business, and attempting 
to meet growing bills, are also contrib- 
uting to a increase in suicides,” said Dr. 
Barry Sarvet, chair, Department of Psy- 
chiatry, Baystate Health. 

“Furthermore, there are many indi- 
viduals in our community who have ex- 
perienced the loss of a loved one from 
COVID-19. The normal grieving process 
necessary for people to heal from losses 
like this are often disrupted by infection 
control measures and this increases the 
risk of depression in bereaved individu- 
als,’ he added. 

The CDC survey statistics tell the sto- 
ry: 

40% of American adults reported 
experiencing mental or behavioral chal- 
lenges tied to the COVID-19 crisis and 
measures including social distancing and 
stay-at-home orders. 

‘Nearly 11% of the 5,412 adults sur- 
veyed between June 24-30 reported hav- 
ing seriously considered suicide in the 30 
days prior. 

- The percentage was significantly 
higher among those between the ages of 
18 and 24, with about a quarter saying 
they considered thoughts of suicide. 

Nearly 31% of unpaid caregivers 
and 22% of essential workers noted they 
had thoughts about ending their lives. 
Respondents who are black or Hispanic 
were also well above average.

- Anxiety or depression symptoms 
were reported by one-third of respon- 
dents. Also, some 26.3% reported expe- 
riencing trauma and stress-related disor- 
ders because of the pandemic. 

Mental health conditions are often 
seen as the cause of suicide, but suicide 
is rarely caused by any single factor. In 
fact, many people who die by suicide 
are not known to have a diagnosed men- 
tal health condition at the time of death. 
Other problems often contribute to sui- 
cide, such as those related to relation- 
ships, substance use, physical health, and 
job, money, legal, or housing stress. 

The CDC lists 12 warning signs of 
suicide as: 

- feeling like a burden 

- being isolated 

- increased anxiety 

- feeling trapped or in unbearable pain 

- increased substance use 

- looking for ways to access lethal 
means 

- creased anger or rage 

- extreme mood swings 

- expressing hopelessness 

- Sleeping too little or too much 

- talking or posting about wanting to 
die 

- making plans for suicide. 

If you have a loved one exhibiting 
such behaviors or thoughts, you should 
ask them what you can do to help. You 
can point out your observation that 
they seem sad and can encourage them 
to get help initially through their pri- 
mary care doctor, who can assess the 
situation and prescribe medications or 
make a referral to a mental health pro- 
fessional.

“People who attempt to take their 
own lives often are profoundly hopeless 
and need people around them to notice 
their suffering and to help them to seek 
treatment. It’s really important for peo- 
ple to learn about the signs of depres- 
sion, substance use disorders, and other 
common behavioral health conditions. 
It’s time for us to let go of the stigma 
that has made it so difficult for people 
to talk about these things,” said Dr. Sar- 
vet. 

The recent CDC survey also noted 
that one in four young adults in the U.S. 
said they considered suicide over the last 
month. 

“In teenagers, depression is often 
complicated by disciplinary problems, 
school underachievement, interpersonal 
conflict, and drug and alcohol problems. 
It takes a great deal of understanding and 
compassion to notice the depressed per- 
son in the middle of all of this, who may 
be at serious risk for suicide,’ said Dr. 
Sarvet. 

Dr. Sarvet noted that it is important 
for parents and caring adults to learn how 
to recognize depression in teenagers, i1n- 
cluding: 

- changes in school performance 

- excessive worry or anxiety, for in- 
stance, fighting to avoid bed or school 

- hyperactive behavior 

- frequent and disturbing nightmares 

‘increased aggression or disobedience 

- frequent temper tantrums. 

Dr. Sarvet suggested working with 
your doctor or therapist to create a writ- 
ten “suicide safety plan” should you be- 
gin to experience thoughts of harming 
yourself.
